Philippine group with the $40,000,000 In- 
debtedness incurred by Spain in 1896, it 
being the understanding here that the 
Spanish Commissioners are agreeable to 
this solution of the Philippine question. 
While the administration has been adverse 
to assuming the Philippine or Cuban debts. 
yet it is belleved Washington authorities 
have been persuaded to believe that the 
debt is a legitimate one. The Spanish 
theory that the debt was contracted and 
expended for the islands has been received 
here as good logic and has swayed the 
administration from the firm determination 
first reached to refuse to assume any of 
Spain's colontal debta. 

While the decision has been reached to ae- 
cept the islands with the indebtedness of 
$40,000,000 in round numbers, the President 
has decided to leave the form of assump- 
tion open. The President has vacillated 
during the past 2% hours upon the bond 
question. Yesterday his plan was to issue 
the bonds outright. Later he favored giv- 
ing Spain the cash, and thus relieve the 
United States of further responsibility.

HIS QUITTING FASHODA WILL 
PREPARE THE WAY FOR

LONDON, Oct. 29.—The arrival of Maj. 
Marchand at Khartoum on his way to 
Cairo with the portion of his report which 
was not finished when Capt. Baratier left 
| Fashoda, is regarded as a rift In the clouds 
overhanging Anglo-French relations, for, 
in spite of the sem!-official denial issued in 
Paris that orders were sent to the Major 
to go to Cairo, it is fully believed here 
that the French officer would not be on 
his way to Cairo unless he had received 4 
hint to that effect from the French Gov- 


ernment, who consider that his leaving 
Fashoda will take the sting out of the 
situation, and at the same time prepare 
France for the eventual withdrawal of 
the whole expedition, which now consists 
, of eeven officers and 120 men. 

The British view of this latest move is 
that the Marquis of Salisbury and_ his 
Ministers are delighted to afford Maj. 
Marchand the faciiities for reaching Cairo. 
But they would hardly care to send him 
back except in the capacity of a guest or 
scientific explorer. That is to say, France 
will first have to renounce her political 
claims based on his mission. 

In the meantime in the voluntary return 
of Maj. Marchand, the French Minister of 
| Foreign Affairs, M. Delcasse and the Gov- 
ernment of France have got over a great 
difficulty from a diplomatic amour propre 
point of view. M. Delcasse had deglared 
that the French Government could mot do 
the impossible, that is to say, recall-Maj. 
Marchand. Therefore the latter's return 
has enabled the French Government to 
“eave its face.’ as the saying goes. It is 
recognized, however, that even f the tri- 
eolor of France is hauled down at Fashoda 
the main subject of dispute remains and 
may cause anxious moments in both coun- 
tries before the Bahr-El-Ghazal question is

THE GOVERNMENT AND THE RAILROADS. 


In avery interesting interview, Mr. John K. Richards, Solic- 
itor General, who argued the Traffic Case before the Supreme 
Court, makes some very sensible observations. 

“Whether Congress will see fit to take the railroads out of 
the operation of the natural law of trade,’ says Mr. Richards, 
“and for independent competition substitute governmental 
regulation, remains to be seen.” 

Public opinion at present probably requires competition, and 
the only duty of Congress in the matter is to previde against 
any combination or consolidation which will kill competition 
and substitute monopoly. 

But if,it shall appear after a fair trial that the roads are too 
powerful for Congress, that the Government cannot prevent 
combination fn one form or another, then public opinion will 
undoubtedly approve any scheme of governmental regulation, 
however severe, which shall insure to the people the benefits 
which of right should flow. from the operation of the roads as 
public utilities. 

The question is very narrow and simple. It is: Shall the 
railroads own the Government or shall the Government con- 
trol the railroads. The other alternative—that between Gov- 
ernment contro] and public ownership—is a question the roads 
can decide for themselves. It is to be hoped that they will 
never force the people to decide it. 
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“No European arbitration or pressure in any shape” is real 
American sentiment in the matter of our peacemaking. If 
we do what ts right we can have no reason for any. other 
policy.

ELECTRICITY MADE 
TO TEND THE BABY. 


DEATHS IN THE WAR. 
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Pension Commissioner Evans Has Gathered 
Interesting Statistics of Mortality 
in Camp and Field. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 2%.—Commissioner of 
Pensions H. Clay Evans, who js in this 
city, stopping at the Great Northern 
Hotel, states that up to September 30 
the war with Spain had caused the 
loss of the lives of 2006 American sol- 
. diers and sailors. The Commissioner 
Said: 

‘During the Rebellion 40,00 men were 
killed in battle and 360,000 perished in 
camps and prisons. From official fig- 
ures which I have recently completed 
covering @ period from May 1 to Sep- 

~ tember 30, I find that the total number 
? of deaths as a result of the war with 
Spain was 2.9066. Of this number 107 
were officers. At Santiago the loss of 
life was 22 officers and 222 gen. This 
is an average of one officer for every 
ten men. At Cardenas one officer was 
killed, Since the battles on Cuban 
soil 61 men have died of wounds recelv- 
ed in service. 

The total number of American sol- 
diers that have died in camps from 
disease is 90 officers and 2,520 privates, 
or an aggregate of 2,600. This is re- 
markable in view of the terrible clii- 
matic disadvantages, and it fully veri- 
files the soldier's adage that disease 
kills more than bullets. There have 
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been 600 claims for pensions filed to 
date as aresult of the war.

WON'T STAND FOR 1 


COLLECTOR WENNEKER WANTS 
LIBRARY PROPOSITION SUB- 
MITTED LEGALLY. 


HE WILL COLLECT THE TAX. 


Citizen Eierman Anticipated Him and 
Asked the Court for a Mandamus 
Against the Commissioner. 


J. H. Elerman’s application for a writ of 
mandamus to compel the Election Com- 
missioners to put upon the official ballot 
the negative side of the proposition for an 
addtional tax for a free library building 
anticipated a similar action which Collec- 
tor Charles F. Wenneker intended to bring 
to-morrow. 

Mr. Elerman is a printer. He claims to 
be a taxpaying citizen of St. Louls and 
alleges that the Election Commissioners 


declined to accede to his demand for both 
sides of the proposition upon the ballot. 

Collector Wenneker became interested in 
the way the prvuposition was being sub- 
mitted yesterday. 

His attention was called to the fact that 
only the affirmative proposition was to be 
submitted to the voters, and it Was sug- 
gested to him that this might be illegal, 
and, as he would collect the tax if the 
proposition succeeded, he had an official 
interest in having the proposition submit- 
ted legally. 

He looked up the platform of the Repub- 
lican and Democratic city conventions and 
found that their resolutions indorsing the 
library tax also directed that the affirma- 
tive proposition only be placed on the bal- 
lot. Mr. Wenneker then called upon Ex- 
Gov. E. O. Stanard, Chairman of the Re- 
publican City Convention, and together 
they went to the Election Commissioners’ 
office. 

They ascertained that the Commissioners 
intended to submit only the affirmative 
proposition. They then demanded that the 
Election Commissioners submit the nega- 
tive side. The Commissioners explained 
that they were powerless to do this, be- 
cause the Chairman and Secretaries of 
both conventions had certified the proposi- 
tion to them in only the affirmative form, 
and that took control of the subject out 
of their hands, 

Mr. Wenneker and Ex-Gov. Stanard then 
asked to be allowed to see the certificates. 
They. found them in the form stated by 
the Commissioners. They went away un- 
decided at to do. 

Mr. Wenneker was seen later and said: 

“IT am at a loss to know what to do. If 
nothing else can be done I would be in 
favor of withdrawing the library proposi- 
tion in that form from the Republican 
ballot. I certainly would file a mandamus 
suit to find out where we stand. 

“Ex-Gov. Stanard was Chairman 
convention and I was its 
have a deep interest in this matter. be- 
cause I will have to collect this tax and 
I don’t want any doubt as to its legality. 
It has been suggested to me that there is 
an illegality in this method of submit- 
ting the proposition. There jis at leas a 
trick in it, which should not be tolerated.

The Eierman application was heard by 
Judge Flitcraft. The case was argued by 
City Counselor Schnurmacher and Charles 
C, Allen, representing the Election Com- 
missioners, Judge Shepard Barclay, repre- 
senting the Librarvw Board and George A. 
Garesche, representing Mr. Elerman. 

The point was made by the defense that 
the political parties, havine indorsed the 
proposition, had a right to submit it in 
the way most favorable to its success. 

Judge Flitcraft, at the conclusion of the 
argument said he would announce his de- 
cision to-morow morning.

PROTECTION OF CITY WATER. 


Free Library Building Tax Approved 
and Plans Made for Its Adoption 
—Peace Jubilee Fund. 


President John C. Wilkinson of the Bus- 
iness Men’s League has. agreed to appoint 
a memeber of the joint committee to pro- 
tect city water from pollution by Chicago 
sewage. He will probably appoint one of 
the members of the League’s standing com- 
mittee on the Chicago Drainage Canal. 

This committee was appointed in 189 
with Mr. C. E. Gibson as chairman. Chica- 
go, Springfield, Peoria and other cities were 
visited and a complete file secured of all 
legislation bearing on the canal, with res- 
trictions and conditions, and the co-opera- 
tion of the Illinois Valley Association was 
secured with a view to joint action in the 
way of an injunction if any attempt was 
made to empty the sewage into the canal 
before the conditions were complied with. 


These conditions called for a depth of 14 
feet in some parts and 18 in others, a uni- 
form width of 160 feet and an immense 
flow of water from Lake Michigan 
continuously. Although $20,000,000 has al- 
ready been spent on the work, the condi- 
tions have not been approximately met, and 
it was the committee’s opinion that en- 
gineering difficulties and international ques- 
tions would make it impossible to meet 
them. The committee, therefore, advised 
that there was no danger, as an adequate 
legal remedy was prescribed in the event 
of any attempt being made to use the 
canal before every condition was complied 
wtih. 

he League has placed these reports and 
papers at the disposal of the joint com- 
mittee. 

The following resolutions thave been 
adopted by the Business Men's League in 
regard to the vote on the Free Library 
Building Tax: 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee of the 
Business Men's League heartily approves the pro- 
posed tax of 1 mill op the dollar for the pu 
of erecting a suitable public library building, and 
recommen its members and the pwblic generally 
to vote ‘Yes’ on this question et the coming 
election. 

That apart from the merits of the proposition, 
it ia the eense of the committee that St. Louls 
has enffered from the lack of a sultable buildin 
of this character, especially in the estimation o 
visitoms, who have been in the habit of making 
uee of free libraries in other and much emaller 
cities, and that the Secretary of the league be 
inatructed to forward copies of this resolution to 
all members, together with suitable printed matter, 
setting forth in detail the plan proposed.

The local money market 
was wholly unruffled by the war scare in 
Kurope, which sent discount rates up at 
all the large financial centers, and with the 
cessation of the movement of funds to the 
interior even lower rates than those now 
prevailing may be expected. 

Furthermore, the country’s capital is more 
generally diffused than ever before. West- 
ern banks were free buyers of commercial 
paper in the New York market during the 
comparative stringency in the local market 
on the early fall, and banks throughout the 
interior are now heavy buyers of invest- 
ment securities here. The profitable in- 
vestment of surplus capital is already a 
serious question in this country, and it is 
likely to remain so. The market for in- 
vestment securities, and even the more 
speculative siock market, reflecis the a! und- 
ance of money seeking employment, and no 
better explanation of the current strength 
of markets can be given than that 
money is cheap and good investments are 
scarce. 

Practically, all good railway bonds and 
many stocks are selling upon a lower basis 
to the investor than the United States g£ovV- 
ernment could have sold its bonds twenty 
years ago, and this week the new govern- 
ment « per cent war bonds have advanced 
until they yield their holders but 24 per 
cent. Such circumstances in the money 
and securities markets often eventuate in 
wild speculation, which in turn works out 
its own cure.

CORN REMAINED VERY STEADY. 


Only a Fractional Change in Corn and 
Oats—Weekly Review of the 
Grain Markets. 


The bears have had all the best of it the 
past week in regard to wheat, the loss on 
|futures over last Saturday being 2c @t 
the close of business yesterday. 

Of course a large part of the advance 
of the previous week, as well as on Monday 
of last week, was not a legitimate gain 
based on the demand. It was due to 
the war scare In England and France over 
the Fashoda incident, and as soon as that 
subsided prices went back to about where 
Still the bears have ho 
| particular cause for congratulation, be- 

cause ot the 6c advance in the previous 

two weeks 3'¢c still remains, and apparent- 

[ly that advance is justified by actual con 
ditions. The export demand has kept uP 
wonderfully until the last two OF -— 
days, and last we@k’s exports were the 
largest of the season, namely, equal to 
5,541,000 bu, almost equal to last year when 
wheat was going abroad in such enormous 
quantities. The record for several years 
was Nov. 18, last year, when the shipments 
| were 6,603,752 bushels, the Leiter deal then 
| being in full swing. With such heavy ship- 
ments last week, following several weeks 
lin succession of shipments between ~~ 
and five million bushels, an advance in 
rices js legitimate. 
The question to be considered, however, 
is how much of this heavy export demand 
was due to fear of war. England and 
France were large buyers, although the 
crops of both countries are above the aver- 
age, and crops generally above the average 
in Europe ‘with the exception of some dis- 
tricts in Russia. Evidently England and 
France were loading up on wheat on the 
possibilities of war. With a peaceful solu- 
tion of the Fashoda affair they will have 
larger stocks than they would otherwise 
have, and that this is the case is proved 
by the fact that as soon as the war scare 
abated the export demand almost imme- 
diately stopped, or at least became incon- 
sequential. 

Primary receipts continue very heavy, 
1,500,000 bushels yesterday, 1,400,000 the day 
before, and over 1,000,000 every day. This 
affords the bears an argument for lower 
prices, and large as the exports have been 
primary receipts are larger, and stocKs are 
accumulating. The visible supply is not in- 
creasing rapidly, week before last it was 
250,000 bushels, and last week it is calcu- 
lated the figures-urill show 1,000,000 bushels 
increased, but if the export demand con- 
tinues dull more material increases may 
be looked for. 

Cash wheat fell with futures, No. 2, 
quoted a week ago at 72, was quoted yes- 
terday at 69c, and other grades declined in 
proportion.

The corn market has been very steady, 
in spite of the considerable decline in 
wheat, yesterday’s prices barely showing 
any change from the previous Saturday. 
December being just the same, and May 
oniv \%e lower, a merely nominal! change 

The export demand for corn has been 
large, and primary receipts comparatively 
small, hence the strength of corn. 

The bears, however, continue to pin 
their faith to lower prices, basing their 
views on the fact of their being large stocks 
in first hands of old corn from the crops 
of the last two years as well as on a good 
average crop this year. Following are ex- 
cerpts from three out of 40 or more letters 
received in the last week by the Ferguson 
Grain Co., mostly all from Iowa: 

Gault Bros. of Creston, Io., say: We have 

100,000 bu of old corn we are going to sell 
in a short time. 
. L. Gwynne & Co. of Imogene, Io.: We 
are weighing new corn that makes 8&8 bu 
per acre Over our scales, and as fine quality 
and dry as any man ought to have at this 
time of vear. 

The Sidney Elevator Co. of Sidney, Io., 
says: There is a large line of old corn here 
that is about ready to move. Next week 
we will ask for offers on both old and new. 

It must be borne in mind that increases of 
the visible in corn—and it increases weekly 
—is practically all from old stocks, and it 
must be remembered further that corn is 
now 6@%c higher than a year ago, a con- 
dition which largely discounts any shortage 
in this year’s crop, as well as the large de- 
mand. In corroboration, too, of the quality 
of this year’s crop, the fact may be stated 
that of seven cars new corn received here 
last week no less than six graded contract, 
rather a remarkable showing—the other car 
touched contract very closely, being a very 
good No. 3. 

Cash corn remains firm and fairly steady. 
After being around 3%c for many weeks, 
it climbed @ to 33c on the recent advance. 
and altho a trifle weaker the last two 
days it is still bringing 32@32%c delivered 
the latter East side. 


Oats, like corn, have been little affected 
by wheat, and have remained very firm 
and steady, yesterday’s close being un- 
changed from a week ago for December 
and 4@t4c higher for May. 

A feature of the local oats market !s the 
abnormally small receipts. The highest re- 
ceipts of the week were 23 cars last Mon- 
day and that was for two days. on Tues- 
day there were 12 cars, 15 on Wednesday, 
9 on Thursday, 17 on Friday and 13 on 
Saturday; total for the week, 89 cars, hard- 
ly enough for the ordinary requirements of 
one large firm. The consequence has been 
a very strong cash market, and No. 2 white 
oate threaten to be worth as much as corn 
They are selling now higher than corn sold 
last year at this time. No. 2 white brought 
28.¢ in the sample market yesterday and 
No. 2 mixed sold as h‘gh as 26%c, some 
7c higher than a year ago. 


The decline in wheat has had a bad effect 
on the flour market. While for export a 
slight advance was obtained in some cases 
while wheat was advancing quotations 
were not changed and therefore when 
wheat fell flour did not. As is always 

case on a fall'ng market buyers hold 
until they are eatisfied bottom has 
touched, except for hand to mouth 
supplies, and the flour men are complaining 
of one of the dullest weeks of the season. 


The hay market is in a more satisfactory 
condition.

A penalty of a fine for the parents, not to ex- 
coed $5, is provided for second or repeated in- 
fractions of the ordinance. In most of the ..tiles 
where the “curfew’’ ordinance is enforced police- 
men are provided with blank permits, to be is- 
sued to parents who may find it necessary to 
eend children out of doors after curfew. A child 
carrying such a permit would not be disturbed. 

It has been Gound that in a few days after the 
passage of the curfew ordinance that children 
end parents become accustomed to the reguila- 
tion and few arrests are necessary.

A new incandescent filament for electric lights 
has been announced by Dr. Auer von Welsbach, 
the inventor of the incandescent gas-light. He 
uses a filament of osmium, a@ rare metal, coated 
with a refractory oxid, like thoria. Osmium is 
found as an alloy of cerrtain ores. of plat'num 
and iridium:: it is a bluish-gray metal, 19!.1 ta 
atomic weight. and has the enormous gspecific 
gravity of 22.477, making it. the heaviest sub- 
tance known. It Is practically itnfusible and re- 
sists temperatures in which platinum and irid- 
jum volatilize. It is well known that the inten- 
sity of light emitted by incandescent substences 
increases rapidiy with their ab Olute tempera ure; 
hence, when osmium is heated in a vacuum by 
an electric current strong enough to volatilize 
platinum, it emits a white light of agreeabie 
color, but of great intensity. By coating the 
naked filament of osmium with the highly re- 
fractory ox'd, it stands a greater temperature 
still, Economy in the production of electric lignt 
is the end sought by the use of this new metal; 
but osmium now costs $1.10 for 20 grains, hence 
the new light is likely to be only a scientilic 
curiosity.

A CANNON TO TEST THE 
VELOCITY OF THE WIND. 


HAT is probably the most curious cannon 

in the world has just been cast at South 

Bend, Ind.. for the use of Dr. A F. 
Zahm of the Catholic University of America. at 
Washineton, D. C. It Is intended to shoot hollow 
steel bullets larger than croquet balis and as 
thin as egeshells. These are to be aimed at the 
atmosphere to determine a new iaw in physica 
science. . 

Architects and engineers have for gefierat-ons 
been desirous, when designing buildings, briig@es 
and other structures, of calculating the pressure 
of the wind, especially in violent storms, wien 
are critical tests of stability, but there has been 
no reliable rule to guide the designer. and 50 @ 
great many experimenters have tried without 
much success to measure the force of the wind 
at high velocities. Military engineers, too, have 
many times attempted with the most iIngen'ous 
instruments to find the pressure of the air in 
pront of projectiles, but their results have not 
agreed, especially for speeds over a (tnousand 
fcet a second. 

Dr. Zahm has invented entirely new 
and wonderfully accurate instruments Dy 
he has succeeded in making these measurements 
8s) long desired by architects and engineers. 

Dr. Zahm observed at the begoinnig of his re- 
search that the methods employed by military 
engineers of the various governments were de- 
fective in several features, some of which are of 
cardinal importance in the determination of at- 
mospheric resistance. For example, the exper- 
ments were usually made out of doors, whcre 
there is always some breeze or movement o- the 
air independent of the motion of the projecti'-s. 
thus making the measured resistance sometimes 
greater. sometimes less with the same projectile 
velocity. Again, the ordinary projectiles employ ™i 
massive to make the resistance in front 
of them apnrarent, fer, since this resistance 1s 
manifested by the slowtng up of the builet, the 
latter should be as light as poss ble without ¢l- 
lapsing or straining. And most notab’'e of all, the 
chronographs used to measure the slowing up of 
the projectiles during their rapid flight were ail 
inadequate to achieve accurate results, many of 
them not being competent to precisely measuce 
the one-thousandth part of a whereas 
it is desirable that they should measure the one- 
millionth part 

Dr. Zahm’'s cannon its of pecullar make, as de- 
manded by the extreme Lghtness of the projec- 
tiles to be fired from it. .hough these projectiles 
are four inches in diameter they weigh only tour 
or five oun and re quire hardly an ounce of 
smokeless powder to give them a speed of 5») miles 
an hour. This powder ts contained in a common 
shotgun, the barrel of which is cut down to about 
six inches in ‘ength and screwed into the breech ~ 
of a cannon, thus presenting the curious spectacle 
of a common bird gun shooting a bullet larger 
than a croquet ball. The cannon ts 20 feet long, 
the first six feet from the brech having a com- 
mon smooth bore, but the next 14 feet is full of 
tig holes and looks like an elongated squirrel! 
wheel. In the first part of the cannon the powder 
gives the ball its full speed, while in the second 
part the gas rushes out sidew'se hrough the 
openings and dies down so completely that the 
shell on emerging from muzzle passes on- 
ward through perfectly still air—so stili, in fact, 
that a newspaper held near the muzzle does not 
flutter percentibly when the cannon ts fired. 
Without this open structure the gases woulki fot- 
low the bullet to a great distance, whereas it 1s 
cesired to find the law of resistamee in stil! air. 
Moreover, the blast would deflect the Lght DbDil- 
lets so much that they could net be made to 
strike a target, and so the chronograph would 
not record their velocity. 

The hollow bullets are stamped out of thin sheet 
Fteel and then soldered into hollow spheres. 
These are sufficiently strong to gve perfectly 
good results, and the same ball may be used over 
and uver again many times without ‘n:tirs 

J'ut the most remarkable Imsirument of the 
whole apparatus is the vhronogranh, [his had to 
be so designed as tc offer no resistance to the bul- 
let, ond yet measure the time of its arrival at 
three points of its path as it fies from the gun's 
tmnuzzle to the target. Dr. Zahm asserts that he 
Las invented an instrument that will measure 
e hundred-millienth of a second. The chronusraph 
is as simple as it is accurate. To understand its 
main features one’ must picture three thin 
streams of light shining squarely across the bul- 
let's path; one near the gun’s mugzie, the others 
at intervals of several yards. After crossing *he 
buliet’s path the pencils of light strike oblique 
mirrors, which deflect them and make them all 
pass into one pinhole in a cast-iron box, inside of 
which is a photographic plate moving rapidly. 
The three penciis of light, touching the sensitive 
piate In sharp focus, trace three fine black lines, 
e:.ch of which is momentarily intercuy at when 
the bullet cuts its tracing sunbeam The plate is 
then developed, and the distances between the 
ir.terruptions in the tracqyngs are measured under 
a microscope accurately to 1-5000th of an inch. 
Irom these Measurements the velocity and re- 
sistance of the bullet are easily cauiculated.

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PRESERVING THE DEAD  . 
IN LIFELIKE FORM. 
HE subject of tmmunising the dead from 
decomposition has acquired fresh interest 
from its recent handling by Signor Luigi 
Férrara, eays the London Lancet, the leading med- 
ical journal of, England. Throughout the penin- 
sula, whether in its anatomical miuseums or in 
the family vaults of its cemeteries. Wwon- 
derful specimens of such suceessful immunization 
are to be seem, but none of these can approach 
the perfection. attained by Dr. Efisto Manini in a 
process which may well be called national. For 
forty years that Neapotitan surgeon has striven 
to improve on the methods hitherto in practice, 
enJ his results, as known to the profession, throw 
ail previous successes into the shade. “Without 
incisions’—so I am informed—‘‘without Injec- 
tions, simply with a‘series of baths, he has suc- 
ceeded in preserving the human subject from all 

risk of decomposition whatever.” 

His mbdus operandi consists of three stages: 1. 
Provielonal desiccation (preservation applied to 
the corium in its transition per oj). Bodles so pre- 
pared and immersed in a liquid of his own devis- 
ing may regain their primary freshness and be 
thereafter subjected to anatomical operations or 
demonstrations like the ordinary cadavera of the 
diesecting room. 2. Petrification of the body so 
prepared—a process which, in Dr. Manini’'s hands, 
is so effective that the density is well as the con-> 
sistency of marble is atta'ned, insomuch that a 
few hours after the corppletion of th’s stage a 
key brought In sharp contact with the surface 
elicits a true métallic ring from the body. 3. The 
restoration to this desiccated and petrified sub- 
ject of the freshness, the softness, the flexibility 
and even the complexion of the natural] state. As 
described tao. me the bodies so treated come from 
Dr. Manini’s hands as if asleep or in a condition 
of temporary suspended animation. Well-known 
Italians dead within the last decade—like Bene- 
detto Caltroli and Sanfélice—have been thus “stere- 
otyped,"’ so to say, for posterity, and become to 
the anatomist, the anthropologist and the medi- 
cal jurist an object lesson in the prosecution of 
their respective interests. 

In the last of these—that concerned with the 
investigation of capital offenses—the gain to the 
resources of justice would be immense when con- 
trasted with the means it has to fall back upon 
in Paris, fr instance, where the laborious pro- 
cess of keeping the dead body continually under 
waves @f fresh a'r exhausts itself in a few dayw’ 
time. r. Manini has been sustained in his life- 
long wrk by the sympathetic encouragement of 
surgeons like Nelaton and Billroth, and of anat- 
om:sts like Richard Owen and Sappey. 


ENORMOUS OUTPUT OF 
PETROLEUM ITEMIZED. 


HE petroleum pipe line report for September 
shows that from the beginning of the pres- 

ent year the stocks of Pennsylvania ‘oll 
steadily increased until July,when conditions were 
reversed, and a decline was recorded of over 75,00 
barrels. This deciine was followed in August by 
a drawing in the stock of about 71,000 «barrels, 
while the drop in September was about 60,000 bar- 


rels. In June the increase in Pennsylvania stocks 
footed up over 125,000 barrels; in May, 289.483 bar- 
rels, and in April the increase was 232,072 barrels. 
In the month of September the stocks of Lima oll 
guffered a loss of 669.659 barrels, which, added to 
the decline in Pennsylvania stocks, makes a total 
drawing upon the stocks for September of 729,282 
harrels. By referring to the figures in August it Is 
seen that the total net decline was 836,18 barrels, 
while the falling off in July reached 644,874 bar- 
rels. In May the stocks of Lima oil were reduced 
609.404 barrels, and in June they declined 580,706 
barrels. showing that the total decrease in the 
available stocks footed un to over 321,000 barrels 
for Magy, and about 444,67 barrels in June. Ac- 
cording to the Buckeye pipe line report the con- 
sumption of Lima oil reached 71,7H barre!s a day 
if Aueust. which are the heaviest shipments in 
the history of the Buckeye and Hoosier fields.

In, referring to the same -source of 
information a found that for the year 1897 the 
total runs of ‘Pennsylvania oll were 34,724,684 bar- 
rels. or an average of 95,136 barrels a day, which, 
ccmpared with the daily average of the first nine 
months of 1898 is a decline of 8916 barrets a aay. 
In the month of September the daily average runs 
of Pennsylvania oil were &,168 barre's, over 4) 
barrels a day below the average in August. In this 
month the average daily runs were 84,608 barrels, 
about 4000 barrels more than the average shown In 
July. In July the average runs were 80,248 barreis 
a day, the lowest figures reached in the present 
year. In June the runs showed a daily average of 
85,559 barrels, which is almost 1000 barrels a diy 
less than the runs were in the month of May. The 
runs in Mav averaged 86.418 barrels a day, a de- 
crease of 1930 barrels a day from April's average. 
In April the daily average runs were 88.418 barrels, 
a decline from the average in March of nearly 
30 barrels. Going back to September one year 
ago it is found that the runs were 100,087 barrels 
a day, making the decrease 15,899 barrels a day 
as compared with the report a year ago. In March 
the runs had a daily average of 9.776 barrels, in 
February 87.330 barrels and in January 88,571 
barrels.

It is belleved by some observers that the frigate 
bird never flies by night nor sleeps on the water. 
If this is correct, the distance traveled by these 
ocean birds in a single day must amount to as 
much as 1800 miles: for they have been seen at @ 
distance of more than 99 miles from any coast or 
island. But no one can prove that they do not 
fly by night, and the effortiess soaring of these 
ocean birds suggests that their power to remain 
on the wing is certainly not limited to a period of 
twelve hours. It seems contrary to all reasona- 
bie conjecture that any bird should make a dally 
flight of hundreds of miles from its roosting- 
place. 

A very ingenious means of eerving the speed 
of fight was suggested by MM. Lials and Moull- 
lard. This was to fly a bird across some open area 
of sand, and measure the ti'me at which the shad- 
ow crossed lines marked upon it. But the photo- 
graphic gun of M. Marey gave excellent results. 
If the bird is crossing the spectator it will take 
on a spinning diec images at the rate of ten ina 
second. When the space between the images is 
measured and compared with the length of the 
bird's body on the plate, the speed at wh'ch it ts 
traveling can be calculated at once. Observations 
made from railway carriage windows gave a roug" 
means of comparing bird speed. It has been 
found that a train running thirty-five miles an 
hour travels faster than the rook, the heron, the 
Pheasant, and all small birds commonly seen in- 
land except swallows and martins. A covey of 
partridges fiying parallel with the train some- 
times exceeds the speed of the engine at betw sea 
thirty-five and forty miles per hour.—Londosm 
Spectator.

The fact Goes not admit 
of doubt. Male butterfifes in a state of freedom 
are often attracted by the emanat.ons of a glaas 
of gin that hag been left on a garden table, and 
having drunk of it to excess, sleep the heavy 
sleep of drunkenness.—Transilated for the Lit- 
erary Digest. 

Texas has been invaded by an army of strangs 
bugs, which are described as “angular shaped 
creatures, in form something Like the body of « 
petent smoothing-iron, with bushy tan or mouse 
colored hair bristies extending to every part of 
the body."" The insects sting, ~but it has not 
yet been determined whether the hair or feet do 
the stinging. Very serious results have followed 
where persons have been stung.

PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION LAUNDRY 
HELPS AND TEACHES CHILDREN. 


{1% Provident Association Laundry was 
T organized to give employment to the 
stitute women of St. Loulis, 

who wish to learn a 


worthy ds 
and to teach girle, 
trade, laundry work. 

Miss Petrine Oreland is superintendent of 
the laundry. She says: 

“We have as many as 50 women employed 
here during the fall and winter. Atiy 
woman who is destitute may apply for a 
position In the laundry. If after investiga- 
tion is found worthy, is given a 
situation, 

“When a woman first’ comes here we let 
her try the different kinds of work and 
whichever suits her best, that is the kind 
in which she becomes proficient. Some of 
the women are not able to do much hard 
work, then very lNeht work is given them. 

“Tf a woman ts sent here from the office 
and I have no work ready, a place is made 
for her. and she goes to work immediately. 

“The pay? Fifty cent@ a day and their 
dinner. The dining room is juet off the 
laundry and several women are employed 
as cooks. The food is not fancy, but plain 
and wholesome. It is well cooked. 

“Most of the women who are employed 
fhere have from one to seven children. A 
day nureery was established, so that the 
women who worked here would have some 
place to leave their babies while they 
worked. Some of them have two and eome 
only one that they bring to the nursery. 
The charge is 5 cents a day—per child. 

“We only have two women here whose 
busbands are living. One of these has two 


she she 


her husband ts out of 
work and has been -for some time. It is 
against our policy to take women whose 
huebands are living. but in extreme cases 
we sometimes do it. 

“The other case is almost as serious. The 
woman's husband is working in the Prov- 
ident Association woodyard. They have 
seven children and they cannot well live 
off of the salary he makes. So again we 
made an exception. 

‘“‘Many men would take advantage of their 
wives’ working to idle themselves and.live 
off of the wife’s small earnings. We dis- 
courage this as much as possible by refus- 
ing to accept women as employes when it 
can be ascertained that they have a hus- 
band who !s able to work and who Its work- 
ing. Quite often it takes the combined ef- 
forts of both husband and wife to support 
the famlly. 

“All of the work is done by hand. The 
clothes are washed by hand, wrung by 
hand, starched by hand and ironed by 
hand. No machinery is used at all and the 
clothes are washed just as they might be 
done at jAome., 

“We have a large amount of family 
washing. In fact all we can do with our 
present force. 

“How did we obtain such adarge amount 
of work? At first the work was secured 
by subscription, but now patrons are se- 
cured and kept by the work, which is far 
superior to that done by the steam laun- 
dries.

While the royal party was encamped in 
tents at Olympia a greedy peasant fur- 
nished the lunchcon, Imagine .the secre- 
tary’s consternation when the rustic host 
presented a bill for $500 francs. Mr. Bakh- 
meteff found himself in the following dl- 
lemma: He could not dispute the bill In the 
presence of His Roya Highness. Things 
were supposed to go and 
moreover, the Grand Duke had given orders

that all bills were to be paid without pro- 


tests. On the other hand, the accounts 
were regu:arly forwarded to the Grand 
Duke's father. Mr. Bakhmeteff feared that 
the Czar would never believe that such a 
bill had been presented. He managed to 
call the peasant aside and to eay: 

“What in the name of heaven is thie? 
What is th:s 00 francs? What does it 
mean?" 

“The bill for luncheon, five people,”” re- 
plied the peasant. 

“Give me an itemized account of the bill,” 
eaid Mr. Bakhmeteff. 

The peasant did so. Among the items was 
one for five chickens at 600 francs apiece— 
200 francs. Mr. Bakhmeteff choked with 
indignation. 

“F.ve hundred francs aplece for chick- 
ens!"" he cried; “no chickens in the world 
were ever worth so muoh.”’

Wild Sheep That Use Caves and 
Deer That Rest Anywhere.

it,” he said. “Outeide? Why, of course!” 

Many animals have more civilized ideas 
than this about sleeping. Barbary wild 
sheep sicep in caverns in the almost tin- 
accessible rock. The “big horn” of the 
Rocky Mountains, as befits an American 
animal, even builds his own bedroom, bur- 
rowing into a perpendicular cliff by eat- 
ing the salt-impregnated clay until the hole 
is big enough to sleep in. 

Even tame park deer in England some- 
times make bedrooms in tho hollow roots 
of big old trees. 

Pigs, tame or wild, have no home. In 
cold weather they nestle close together, 
burrowing in straw. or dried leaves. When 
it is hot they grunt singly in the shade. 

Caves are the natural resting places of 
animals that hunt by night, like tigers and 
lions and bears. Even huge animais use 
caves sometimes, but the lordly eiephant, 
master of the jungle, scorns protection or 
shelter and sleeps when and where he feels 
like it. 

Birds by no means sleep in their nests. 
They are made only big enough for the 
eggs or the young and the mother Dird. 
When the young can fly the nets is aban- 
doned. Most birds roost, as domestic fowl 
still prefer to do, on tree limbs, high or low, 
as may be. Sparrows are sociable littie 
creatures and chatter together when 
awake, but each has its private room to 
sleep in, and this is true of most cliff- 
haunting or mud-nest birds. Even butter- 
flies, which can sieep anywhere, clinging to 
a bare board, are fond of returning to an 
accustomed place for the night. 

Fish sleep with thetr eyes open, perhaps 
because they can’t shut them, generally 
retiring into the shade to do feo. In an 
aquarium a sleeping fish can only be recog- 
nized by his utter absence of motion. Their

This is the way they 
do it: “Dead and, down” pine, so-called, 
will be paid for at the rate of $1 per 1000 
for Norway and $2 per 100 for white pine. 
Pine stumpage ia sold by the Government 
at auction at a minimum rate of $8 per 
1000. The very pine forests which the pirates 
propose to attack this winter under the 
protection of the “dead and dow” 
act are now being estimated by G0¥- 
ernment estimators at great expense 
for the purpose of being sold at a later 
time in 40-acre tracts, as provided In the 
Nelson act and in accordance with an In- 
dian treaty. In other words, the honorable 
lumberman waits until the Government of- 
fera the timber for sale at auction and bids 
$3 or more for it. The dishonest lumberman 
abuses the privileges given to the Indians 
by the “dead and down” act, and cuts of 
the best of the green pine tn violation of 
the law, and pays not to exceed §2 per 10 
for it. How can the honest lumberman 
compete with the dishonest? Besides, the 
Indian tribes are robbed and the Nelson 
bill treaty with them [ss flagranfiy violated 
Moreover it is claimed that) the whole 
Operation is not only a bunko ame on the

Government and the Indians in general, but 
also on the individual Indians who are par- 
ties to the deals. It is claimed that not 
over 10 per cent of the labor in this sup- 
posedly Indian logging is done by Indians, 
those who do labor are lucky if they get 
60 cents on $1 on the time checke 
they receive from the swindlers for whom 
they work, and the money paid for the 
loge fs, under the rules, first devoted to 
paying for supplies obtained from these 
same s@indiers. The laborer gets what is 
left And it is charged that these very 
swindlers seem to be fixed for new con- 
tracts this winter. As for the Indian con- 
tractor, he is only & mask or figure-head 
for the real contractors, He rarely re- 
ceives anything for his work. The logs are 
bought from him at such a low price that 
when he comes to get his profite he is in 
luck if he doesn't owe the white man. The 
ecalper or pirate then eells these logs to the 
legitimate manufacturer at an outside 
price.

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RANCISCO J. AMY is a Porto Rican. 
He ts @ poet and journalist and « 
member of the Evacuation Commis- 

sion recently ent by the United States to 

his native islend. He and William Cullen 

Bryant were fast friends. It came about 

this way: 

Senor Amy was the founder and editir 
of the Porto Rican paper Estudio, which 
he published in the island of his birth dur- 
ing the time of the agitation against slav- 
ery and some time after. He began his 
iterary work in English when he was a 
student at the Cheshire Military Schoo! in 
Connecticut, where he studied from his 
1éth to his 2th year. The verses he wrote 
then attracted attention by their clever- 
ness and particularly because of the na- 
tionality of the author, whose mother 
tongue and modes of thought were alto- 
gether Latin instead of Anglo-Saxon. 

On his return to Porto Rico Mr. Amy 

founded Estudio, a literary periodical, which 

ostensibly was to have nothing to do with 
politics, but which nevertheless had much 
influence on public opinion. Its articles were 
innocent enough on the face, dealing with 
the latest productions of authors on the 
peninsula, France, England, Italy and Ger- 
many, in the other West Indian islands 
and the Spanish Americas, but all through 
these articles ran a subtle current of re- 
volt against Spanish oppression, illusive but 
patent, which escaped for a long time the 
scrutiny of the rigorous Porto Rican cen- 
sor and haunted him like a nightware when 
he at last proclaimed he had discovered it. 

The censer could not make a direct at. 
tack against Estudio successfully, so nicely 
did its astute young editor manage to 
evade all direct conflict with the letter of 
those laws that well nigh smothered all ex- 
pression of opinion in the press, but he was 
a man of expedients, fertile in harassmenta, 
and after five years of nimble doubling and 
dodging, Mr. Amy found he must give up 
his propaganda altogether or cease pub- 
lishing. He chose to cease and came to 
New York City, where he found employ- 


ment on the Commercial Advertiser and the 
Evening Post, of which Mr. Bryant was ed- 
itor. 

About that time the Post published a re- 
view of a translation of one of Alarcon’s 
novels, in which the writer remarked incl- 
dentally that it was a great pity Alarcon’s 
greatest work, “El Sombrero de Dres 
Picos’’—‘‘The Cocked Hat’’—had never been 
translated into English; In fact, could not 
be translated. This statement caught young 
Amy’s attention, and he said: 

“Let us see about that. Iam not positive 
the opinion of my esteemed colaborer is 
perfectly correct.” 

Straightway he set himself to the task of 
putting “El Sombrero de Dres Picos” into 
English. 

It was a difficut task, but pride and am- 
bition were effective stimull, and within 
the month the work was done. Trembling, 
the young translator presented his work te 
Mr. Bryant, who knew the novel well in the 
original. He took the manuscript home 
with him, and three days later sent for 
Amy. When the young man entered the 
sanctum he was worse frightened than he 
had been when he handed in his first essay 
to the paper. 

“Young man,” said the poet, 
your manuscript carefully. Your transla- 
tion is fully up to the original. I did not 
believe that any living man could do it.” 

It was an hour before Amy knew whether 
he was asleep or awake. 

From that time until he left for Porto 
Ricd again, five years later, Amy was one 
of Bryant's most valued assistants. 

Family affairs in Porto Rico demanded 
that Mr. Amy should return to his native 
island, and the growing needs of his house- 
hold making it Imperative that he should 
increase his income, he entered one of the 
great mercantile houses In San Juan. He 
did not abandon his literary work, howev- 
er, but continued to write essays, poems 
and translations, so thet his popularity as 
an author increased steadily. On his un- 
cle’s death he returned to New York for 
two years and then went to Malifax aa the 
financial agent for the firm he had been 
connected with in Porto Rico, where he re- 
meined until the house failed. Then he re- 
turned to New York and remained there, 
writing, transiating and editing for va- 
rious papers and for the United States 
Government until his recent appointment 
to the commission on the. evacuation ad 
Porto Rico. 

Among the poets whom Amy has trate 
lated iato Spanish are Wiliam Cullen bry- 
ant. Mrs. Osgood, Longfellow, Whittier, 
Stedman, Leigh Hunt and Thomas Moore, 
besides several of his own poems tn En- 
gii#sh. He has put into English poems of 
Mitanes, Gautier-Benites, Lope de Vega, 
srmand, Sylvestre, Victor Hugo and Heine 
~—the last two into Spanish as weil 

Among the ver#es which attracted Amy's 
attention in his earlier days were four 
quatrains entitied “Aistamiento.” These 
he translated as follows:

“These days I spend very little time in 
my office.

A bachelor with no end of money 
get away with $200 a day on his living ex- 
penses very easily, and if he gives dinners 
the amount for a limited stay can run up 
into even thousands. 

Everybody knows that hundreds of bridal 
couples go to New York on their honey- 
moon. Many of them have unlimited bank 
accounts. The average stay is about two 
weeks. During this time $6000 can and is 
spent very easily, withowt making any 
purchases. 

Suppose the pair go to the Savoy and oc- 
cupy the bridal chambers. They cost 310) 
a day. This doesn’t include meals or ex- 
tras. The suite consists of three rooms— 
drawing room, library and bed chamber. 
There is a table, three chairs, a sofa anda 
screen in each room, The floors are cov- 
ered with specially woven Turkish carpets. 
On the walls are silk tapestries in panels, 


can 


with a narrow strip of gold on the sides. 

The dainty Marie.Antoinette furniture is 
inlaid with pearls. The bed of white 
mahogany, with bulging ends in.aid with 
pearls. The linen is of exquisite quality. 
There is not a picture in the three rooms. 

One may expect that $100 a day would in- 
clude a private dining room, but it does 
not. An adjoining private dining room, 
with three meals, including wine, costs $75 
a day more. Wherefore it will be seen 
that the rooms and meals for two people 
for a fortnight costs $1550. 

It usually happens that the bride’s moth- 
er or eome intimate friend accompanies 
her, and a near-by room is arranged to 
meet this. It costs $25 a day. Her break- 
fast, luncheon and dinner would cost $23 a 
day more if served in the private dining 
room. 

People who visit New York have harned 
that the hotel bill is a comparatively 
small part of the hotel expense. When the 
opera season is on at least two nights 
would naturally be passed there, and the 


is 


bridegroom would, of course, take the best 
box at his disposal, at a cost of $100 for 
each performance. They would not be 
likely to go alone, because the boxes hoid 
six comfortabiy. 

There would be a dinner before the opera 
and an elaborate supper after it, in a pri- 
vate dining room at Delmonico’s or Sher- 
ry’s. Such a supper would cost about $100. 
Therefore the cost of two nights at the 
opera, exclusive of flowers and carriage 
hire, would be about $400. 

Incidentally the cost of flowers and car- 
riages wodld amount to a very considerable 
sum. The florist’s bill would be at least 
$25 a day. The bridegroom would make 
arrangements with a stable to hire by the 
wei:k a brougham or victoria, with coach- 
man and footman, and possibly a cart for 
the use of his wife, and the appointments 
would be such that no one could dis- 
tinguish them from private equipages. Ad- 
ding to this the cab hire, the bills for the 
two weeks would not be hss than $300. 

While they might go to the opera but 


twice, they would go to the theater oftener, 
say six times in the 14 days. The best 
boxes cost $25, and the supper afterward 
would cost $75 more. 

The majority of rich bridal couples worry 
along with the expenditures here men- 
tioned, and which the hotel people would 
loftily declare are mod¢st, really not to 
be decreased, Im fact, if it is desired to 
live in any style and comfort. 

Incidentally nothing has been said about 
valet and ma'd. When they are included in 
the party their maintenance amounts to a 
considerable sum, for the reason that they 
have rooms near the suit. But the majority 
of couples depend upow the valets and 
maids who are always employed in large 
hotels. They engage their services ex- 
clusively, which means an additional ex- 
pense. And this leads naturally to tips 
Now.

Mr. William Gillette, who wrote “Secret 
Service’ and ie starring successfully in it 
under the Frohman management, is safi 
not to have realized that the terse, crisp 
lines of the play had any value as litera- 
ture, pure and simple. He had faith in the 
play's dramatic features alone. 

“Il had a story to tell and I merely.tried 
to put it into good, straightforward En- 
giish,’’ he reported have said when 
the merit of some portions of the dialogue 
Was suggested to him. “I didn’t know the 
lines were worth considering from a literary 
standpoint.” 

Maybe Mr. Gillette didn’t say this—that 
part of this ecreed comes from the enthusi- 
astic press agent—but that doesn’t matter, 
for itis just what he might have been ex- 
pected to say. He based the play on the 
assumption that the avocation of the spy 
is good and honorable in warfare and that 
the eecret service hero t!s entitled to as 
much glory as the fighter in the open 
field, or may be more. He hase prac- 
tically announced this by defending 
the character of Captain Thorn, 
the spy hero of ‘Secret Service,’ reinforo- 
ing in personal interviews the plea that he 
has Captain Thorn make in the play. The 
text of this plea is one of the best_bits of 
English in the piece. It may be urged with 
eome show of reason that the argument of 
the spy is specious, but no one can deny 
that M is about as strongly and concisely 
put as one could wish. The epy says to the 
woman he loves when she surprises him in 
her home after he is known to be a secret 
service man?

It will be observed that hardly one word 
of this long monologue is other than pure 
Gaxon, yet it would be difficult for the 
most polished word monger to make it 
stronger or more melodious. We may quar- 
rel with the sentiment. We may assert 
that epying is dishonorable and that the 
th of doing wrong tWat good may come 
is eretricious and unsound, but no one 
can deny that Mr. Gillette makes an able 
plea for the secret service man. 

And inthe play he makes it 
that it takes one till next day 
that the fellow who has the role of villain 
is really the honest man, and that the 
hero is a liar and a spy, and ultimetely be- 
trays the flag he is doing dirty work for 
by failing through his love for a woman to 
avail himeelf of his hard won opportunity 
to do that work. The one purpose of thé 
author seems to have been to make his 
hero spy admirable and he has done it 
most ekillfully. Whether he has made him 
commendable is another matter. Mr. Gil- 
lette’s play deserves a place in stage his- 
tory as one of the greatest, the most suc- 
ceseful and the most entertaining bits of 
sophistry that ever drew big crowds to a 
theater. Anybody who sees it will be in- 
terested, but everybody who sees it will 
not agree with Mr. Gillette’s theory about 
spies. ~

years, tells here how a team is chosen and 


trained at his school: 

“Early in September I began the selec- 
tion of candidates for my team. I first 
sized up the men. I watched them in 
everything they did about the college and 
particularly noted ‘the way they carried 
themselves and how they walked. 

“After watching them a few days I se- 
lected 30 men whom I judged to be the 


strongest, quickest and headiest in the col- 
lege. These three qualities, strength, agil- 
ity and quick thinking, are absolutely 
necessary in good footbal) players. There 
must bé men of great strength to with- 
etand the rushes of antagonists and to re- 
taliate with rushes upon them. There must 


be men of active intellects to see an op- 
portunity and make the ‘most of it. See- 
ing an opportunity on a football fleld and 
availing one’s self of it is like seeing a 
bird fly past a window and shooting it. 
Then there must be men who are qu.ick— 
men who are quick with their eyes, their 
feet and their hands; who can see the ball 
and grab it; who can take the ball and 
run like deer with it. They must be alive 
in every muscle. 

“Having selected my 30 candidates, I go 
to work. with them. I give them work 
which will develop their muscles and their 
minds. I take them from the tables where 
the other boys eat and assign them to the 
training table, where they are given an 
athlete’s fare. 

“The initial exercise is running. It de- 
velops the muscles and the mind. At first 
I have them run a quarter of a mile at a 
good gait every day. As they become 
inured to it, I lengthen the distance to 
half and three-quarters of a mile and 
then to a mile. Meanwhile I lecture to 
them, telling them what football is, hov® 
it should be played and how a man can 
make the most of his own ability ana 
work In unison with his team mates. 

“After a couple of weeks of running ?- 
give the men the football and put then? 
through prepara- 
tory work with it. 
I practice them in 
passing and catch- 
ing the ball, in 
starting quick, in 
catching the bail 
firmly and running 
with it, holding it 
in such a way that 
it cannot be readily taken away. or dis- 
lodged from the grip. 

“Football, in one of its accomplishments, 
is the art of falling down. Unless a man is 
coached in this he falls heavily and awk- 
wardly, and is in danger of injury. An ex- 
pert can fall headlong or any other way 
and do it in such a way that he is not in- 
jured. He learns to relax his muscles and 
fall in a heap. You can strike him with the 
full weight of your body when he Its run- 
ning at full speed and knock him over and 
over on the ground. It won't hurt him. He 
in expecting it, and just as soon as he is 
struck he releases the rigidity of his body 
and falls in a heap. 

‘*T teach the men to do this and to ypset 
a man without hurting him, Footkall, to 
the man who does not know to what skill 
the men attain in felling a man without 
malming him, appears very rough. But it 
is not so bad as it seems, The men wear 
heavy leggings and thickly padded trou- 
sers to protect the limbs, and the men who 
come in contact with them are similarly 
dressed. The hair is worn long to protect 
the scalp, and a heavy sweater protects the 
skin about the upper part of the body. 

“From exercises with the ball I put the 
men to tackling, teaching them how to 
drop a man when he is running, the an- 
gies of interception and the science of 
collision. A code of signals is adopted, and 
the men practice these until they are. per- 
fect. Then the ‘scrub’ team is pitted against 
them and they begin to play games. 

“By this time I have selected the 3 men 
who are to have regular and substitute 
piaces on the team, and apply toethem rigid 
rules of physical care. They must go to 
bed every night by 10 o’clock and get 8%

hours sleep. They must take a cold showes : Ps N. F 


bath and a run every morning before they 
eat. They must not smoke. Nicotine tm- 
jures the wind, and they must not use to- 
bacco In any way. They must eat only 
plain, nourishing and strengthening food, 
eschewing pastries, daintles and heavy 
foods which are not easily digested. They 
must not drink liquor. When they are 
warm and just before they play they must 
not drink water. ; 


“I lay especial stress upon team work, 
The men must understand each other. They 
must study each other's movements, speed, 
agility and strength. They must work to- 
gether like a machine and keep track of 
each other in the thick of the fight. If the 
team is carefully watched along these lines 
and the men do their best it takes « better 
team to lower our colors. There is eome 
luck in the game, but there is more of 
other things.” 


Coach Schmalhorst ts a graduate of 
Drury College, @ big, broad-shouldered eath- 
lete of 180 pounds and one of the best foot- 
ball players in the West. He coached the 
C. B, C. boys on to their victory against 
Washington University last year in the 
game for the championship of St. Louis.

“Football is the all-engrossing 
topic in sporting circles these days. Local 
interest is aroused in a manner heretofore 
unknown. Almost every educational estab- 
lishment of any etanding in this city has 
its coterie of Rugby players, its enthust- 
asts, ite coaches, its trainers, its organised 
chorus of rooters. The game has steadily 
advanced in popularity here until it seems 
as though it has actually won recognition, 
This was not always the case. For some 
unaccountable reason St. Louis was slow 
in becoming interested In what is a positive 
society fad in the East.

But as to our being buried under 
thellava, that ie not at all IMkely, as you 
eco, We have prov.ded against that danger 
by digging a moat 2% meters wide and 10 
Gecep all around the building. However, as 
prudence is the better part of valor, I have 
had the most important and delicate instru- 
ments, which would suffer from the ex- 
cessive heat in case of an advance on the 
part of the lava, carr.ed away in safety to 
Naples. I wish,” he added, “that all the 
rest of the Vesuvian neighborhood were as 
exempt from danger as we are here. Un- 
fortunately, however. this is not the case, 
and many hectares of valuable property, 
chiefly chestnut plantations and vineyards, 
have destroyed by the 
streams of red-hot lava and by the 6howers 
of burning ashes. The celebrated vineyards 
Which produce the Lachrima Christi wine, 
eo well known throughout Europe, will 
never recover from the damage wh och they 
have suffered. And what makes matters 
worse from the poor contadini’s point of 
view i¢ the fact that the crop was unusu- 
ally pientiful this year and almost ready to 
be picked when the eruption began.

Work of the Railroad Auditor 
and His System of Check- 
ing the Agents’ 
Accounts. 


eT 

ID you ever think of the appalling 
[) amount of work that falls to the lot 
of the auditor of passenger receipts 
for a railroad? Upon him devolves the re- 
sponsibility of balancing the entire passen- 
ger accounts of a trunk line and all of its 
branches, covering, perhaps, thousands of 
miles of trackage i spite of the innumcr- 
able ramifications she business, the sys- 
tem of auditing has ‘been reduced to such 
a ecience that to one thoroughly conversant 

with ite workings it seems very simple. 

In the first place, all tickete for the en- 
tire system are ordered from the printing 
or engraving company the general pass- 
enger agent, and when the tickets 
turned over to Him an invoice accompa- 
them, showing the form, the numbers 
and total number of each form of ticket 
furnished. This invoice is checked against 
the tickets by the general passenger agent, 
bw him and then forwarded to the 
passenger receipts. 

L pon rec ipt of this invoice by the audlt- 
or of passenger receipts, he turns it over 
to the chief clerk, Wro.sees that it is prop- 
er'y entered in their account with the gen- 
eral passenger office, debiting same with 
all of the tickets. Thusin the first instance 
all of the tickets of a railroad company are 
charged up to the general passenger agent. 

The general passenger agent being now 
debited with the entire supply of tickets 
for the whole system, it is hisvduty to sup- 
ply agents. He sends to the agents 
along the line and to the various city ticket 
offices a supply of such forms ae he deems 
necessary for the requirement of such sta- 
offices. The tickets are sent by 
express, accompanied by an invoice. 

the agent, on receipt of the tickets, checks 
them up against the\invoice, and if found 
to be all right, receipts_invoice and for- 
warde it. to the auditor of Passenget re- 
ceipts. eae

Upon receipt of this invoice by the audi- 
tor of passenger receipts he immediately 
debits the agent with the specified tickets 
and credits the general passenger office 
with the same. All of the agents being sup- 
plied with tickets, next comes-theg sale. 
Every agent has the tariff rates for each 
form of ticket furnished him and cannot 
deviate from these rates excepting on or- 
ders from the general passenger office. He 
is held strictly. to account by the auditor 
of the passenger receipts for full tariff 
rates in the on wa of such order. After 
the sale of tiekets, next in order is the 
train collection. Each conductor is fur- 
nished by the auditor of passenger receipts 
with duplex books to be used in collecg‘on 
of cash fares. 

These books are numbered, and conduct- 
must account for every duplex, the 
same as agents having to account for every 
ticket. On receiving a cash fare they must 
punch a duplex ticket showing date, sta- 
tion from, station to and amount collec‘ed. 
The duplex ticket is then detacked from 
the book by the conductor, he handing to 
the passenger the upper half of the ticket, 
retaining the lower half to turn in wita his 
train collection. He is also furnished with 
a supply of train slips and pouch envelopes 
addressed to the auditor of passenger re- 
ceipts, showing train number, name of con- 
ductor, number of through tickets, local 
tickets, passes and cash fares. At the end 
of his run he must inclos&all of the tick- 
ets, passes and duplex in this envelope and 
forward to the auditor of passenger re- 
ceipts at once. On being received in the 
auditor's office the envelope is opened and 
the contents thereof stamped on the back, 
showing number of train collected on and 
date. The tickets are then turned over..to 
the estimate clerks, whose duty it Is to es- 
timate the passenger earnings from the 
train collections. Being thoroughly famil- 
lar with the rates and proportions, they 
estimate the value of every ticket. Single 
tickets are estimated at full- rate; round 
trip tickets are estimated by such portion 
of the ticket as ts collected, or one-half of a 
proportionate round trip rate, which on 
most roads is much less than single fare. 
For example, say that a single fare from 
St. Louis to Catro, Ill, ts $4.80, and that a 
round trip is $9. In making an estimate the 
Single ticket would be estimated at $2.50, 
while the round trip, such part as is col- 
lected going or returning, as the case may 
be, can only be estimated af $4.50. one-haif 
of the selling price. *

Here we have three roads among which 
to divide the amount paid for the ticket. 
From the agent’s report we enter in the 
“foreign’’ book the form of the ticket, num- 
ber of ticket, where sold, amount sold for, 
roads sold over and the proportionate di- 
visions of the money for the three roads. 

All tickets sold by the agents of ont 
road to pointe on another road are en- 
tered in the same manner, so that when all 
sales are entered up the proportions due 
each company in interest, including our 
own, are footed and individual totals ob- 
tained. By cross-footing these totals we 
strike a balance with the total of sales. 
When this balance is obtained reports are 
forwarded to the auditors of passenger re- 
ceipts of all roads that tickets have been 
sold over, showing form and number of 
each ticket sold, where from, where to, 
rate sold at and the proportionate amount 
allowed of the company to whom report is 
made. All other roads report to us their 
sales of tickets to points on or over 
road. On receipt foreign road 
reports they are checked up as to selling 
rate, proportion allowed us, extensions, 
footings, and, finally, with the tickets. 

Thus it will be seen that we have a debit 
and credit account with all other roads, 
and they in turn have a debit and credit 
account of their own with us.

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Labor Co-Partn?rship in England. 
From the New York Sun. 

In his book on Labor Co-Partnerships, 
Mr. Henry Demarest Lioyd gives an ac- 
count of a journey last year through Great 
Britain, undertaken for the purpoee of see- 
ing what was being done in the field of 
production by the co-operative societies. 
He inspected on his way the now familiar 
marvels of the distributive stores, which, 
in one generation, have grown to a mem- 
bership representing one-seventh of the 
British population, and doing a business, 
including manufactures, of $272,000,000 a year, 
with a bank of their own which has de- 
posits of $16,000,000, and which turns over 
$200,000,000 a year. He examined aiso the 
huge factories which the English Co-op- 
erative Wholeeale Society has established 
in its function of capltaLet, and which it ts 
avowedly operating on capliali*etic lines as 
to its employes, giving them none of the 
profits and none of the control. The au- 
thor’s specific aim, however, Wasa to s¢e 
the factories, workshops and even farmae., 
which have been planned, set up, operated 
and managed by the bra.ns, money and 
morals of workingmen, and that not on 
capitalistic, but on co-operative principles 
At ieast 3) pages of th = book are devoted 
to an account of Mr. Lioyd’s tnvestigations 
to this end. The results are summed up 
in a final chapter, wheretn the euthor lays 
hie finger on a fundamental distinction by 
pointing out that, when democratic thought 
eought expression in democratic action on 
the Continent of Europe, the workinamen 
on the other side of the channel began 
kicking over thrones and alicing off the 
heads of kings and queens. The English 
workinginan, on the other hand, saved 
their “tuppences for flour and feed and 
fustian clubs, to buy seécial regeneration 
for themeelves on what they could bave by 
self-help. Penny by penny and sacrifice by 
sacrifice, the proceas of self-assistance and 
co-operative labor bee gone on, untl! after

It is true 
that the expense of marketing bicycles has 
been greatly reduced by the dealers ceasing 
to advertise in the myriads of cycle papers 
which then existed, and this saving can be 
taken off the price, but it is true, neverthe- 
less, that the price was too high and that 
now it has come to a reasonable, business 
basis.

For sending out the notices it may cost 
the L. A. W. a round sum, and the punish- 
ment they receive may teach them a les- 
son that they will not soon forget. 

Messrs, Kennedy and Brady will cause 
the L. A W. no amount of trouble, as their 
anger is thoroughly aroused by President 
Potter’s action.

They lie clear and clean of any tooth in 
the elk’s head. They are in either side of 
the upper jaw, two inches from the front 
of the mouth. Immediately beneath the 
“tooth” is a toothless hollow. The part of 
the “tooth” below the gum bulges blunt 
and round, and is similar in shape to 
some of the wooden golf sticks. 

The taxidermists say they do not know 
what use these organs are to thelr orig- 
inal possessors. In trade they bring a fair 
price, because they are used as the iM- 
signia of the Benevolent and Protective 
Order of Elks. Makers of the badges carfy 
them in stock, made up as watch charms 
and cuff buttons. For this use the single 
root of the “tooth” {s encircled with a ged 
band, with the order’s emblem of the lJ 
o'clock toast on one side, and the letters 
“RB. P.O. E.”” on the other.

his own pocket.” He told no man his secret, but such 
secrets cannot be kept, and before eventide all China- 
town knew the truth. After that every Chinaman in 
the quarter began to count his savings and figure out 
how long a time must elapse before he would be rich 
enough to own at least one slave girl. 

Yet in spite of theecost and the danger the demand 
for slave girls grew with startling rapidity, and for 
that matter is still growing. 

About all the native slave ginis now concealed in the 
city hall originally from the city and suburbs of 
Peking, in China. From a Chinese point of view the 
methods employed in bringing these women to this 
country were perfectly legitimate. T’> begin with, a 
very rich and very bad old woman, who is now under 
arrest in San Francisco, sent agents direct to Peking. 
These agents were natives of the Peking district and 
were thoroughly familiar with the cofiditions. They 
searched the suburbs and the city for young and 
pretty girls. Directly an agent picked out a suitable 
girl he sought out her parents and made them an 
offer. He offered from $8 to $15 for the absolute 
ownership of their daughter for a period of five years. 
If his offer was accepted a formal contract was 
drawn up and signed by the contracting parties. By 
the terms of this-contract the agent guaranteed to 
return the girl to her parents at the end of five years, 
providing she was alive, or formal proof of her 
proper burial in accordance with the “uinese customs 
in case of her death. 

The girl herselt was not consulted in the transac- 
tion. If she passed the physical examination, in 
other words, if her teeth were sound and even, her 
hair, eyes, complexjon and figure up to the agent's 
standard, and her feet and hands small and shapely, 
she was accepted and the purchase money paid over. 
Then the good-bys were said and the gir! placed on 
board ship along with seventy-five or one hundred 
other girls who had been bought in the same way. 
On the ship's arrival off the Pacific coast the slave 
girlie were quickly smuggled ashore and transported 
to San Francisco by secret routes. Once in the China- 
town of ‘Frisco the girls, who generally range in age 
from fourteen to sixteen years, were promptly sold at 
auction to the highest bidder. Occasionally the most 
attractive girls are sold at private sale to very rich 
Chinamen, but as a rule the greater part of a cargo 
of slave giris are sold at auction and bring from $350 
to 9809 apiece. When a girl is sold to a Chinaman she 
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is his private property. We can either sell her or give 
her as a free gift to one of his fellow-eountrymen. 
She must obey her master in all things. 

One reason and probably the strongest reason why 
the local Chinamen succeed in keeping these slaves in 
New York without being discovered is due to the fact 
that the girls are as @ rule treated kindly. The aver- 
age slave owner in Chinatown is so proud of his slave 
and fearful of losing her that he is kind to her as a 
matter of policy. He gives her plenty of rice and 
more opium than is geod for her. He provides a 
warm cellar and expects her to stay in it at all times 
Of course she is slave and expected to cook his pills 
and amuse and humor him. But this is comparatively 
light work for a simple Chinese girl. She finds life 
in New York a deal more pleasant, all things con- 
sidered than life in her beloved China, and as a 
natural sequence is contented. Besides her master 
never tires of describing the awful dangers of being 
captured by the police. And the slave girls listen at- 
tentively and believe every word of their yellow 
master’s gilt-edged fabrications.
